The claim arose out of the collision of two 
cars on October 1, 1936, at the iunction of 
Wexford street, Kevin street and Cuffe street, 
as a result of which, Detective-Officers 
O'Sullivan, Ahesy and Reid, who were travel- 
line in the State car, were injured. Dr. 
O'Higgins, T.D., who was a passenger in 
defendant's car, which he hired to drive to 
Dublin, was slightlv injured. 

The evidence in the case had been-given at 
a previous hearin. 

Mr. M. Binchv, K.C.. and Mr. Kevin Dixon 
(instructed bv Mr. D. O'Donovan. Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office) appeared for the plaintiffs ; 
Mr. F. Sherry (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
OhUrdhaigh and Proud) appeared for. the 
defendant. | 

-. Mr. Bihchy, K.C., for the plaintiffs, sub- 
mitted tWht the State was in the same posi- 
tion as the King was prior to the establish- 
ment of the Saorstat. and that this was so by 
reason of the provisions of Article 73 of the 
Constitution. As the King could do no wrong, 
he said, the State could do no wrong, and. 
therefore,..they could not be guilty of 
nerligence or contributory negligence. The 
only exception to the rule that the citizen 
‘could not sue the State for a tortious act was 
hy the provisions of Section 170 of the Road 
Traffic Act, 1933, which provided that the 
‘Minister for Finance may be sued in respect 
of damage occasioned by a State-owned 
vehicle. “The passengers in the State car. the 
three detective-officers. could not be identified 
with the negligence of the driver of their car, 
and would themselves be entitled to sue the 
dfendant,in respect of the damage suffered. 
If they had not been paid their salaries during 
the period of their incapacity they would have 


of loss of wages from the defendant. The 
State, whose servants they were, paid their 
waves during the period of their incapacity, 
and, in his submission, the State could not 
be in a worse position than they were them- 
selves. 


A SUBMISSION 


Mr. Sherry, for the defendant, said that 
the real plaintiff in this case was not the 
named _plaintiff—the Attornev-General and 
the Minister for Justice—but the State. The 
driver of the State car was as much a ser- 
vant of the State as the three passengers, in 
respect of whom this action was brought. 
They were all in common employment. It 
had been decided by his lordship that the 
driver of the State-owned vehicle was guilty 
of simultaneous negligence, and, therefore, 
the proposition on behalf of the plaintiff here 
‘was that the State was entitled to succeed 
by reason partly of the negligence of its own 
servant. As the judge had found that there 
was simultaneous negligence, the plaintiffs 
could not recover for any of the damage 
claimed. If his lordship were to find that 1t 
was not open to a defendant to allege negli- 
gence against the State it would lead to 
alarming consequences, because, the State 
having brought the action, the defendant 
would be prohibited from putting forward 
any plea in his defence, as the State, on 
counsel’s submission, could do no wrong 
‘There was no authority in support of the 


‘of negligence. 
Judge Shannon found that Patrick Smith, 
the driver of defendant’s car, and Guard T. 


‘} Hanlon, driver of the State car. were hoth 
“guilty of the same degree of negligence. The . 


driver of the State car had only one duty 


| to perform,. and that was to drive the four 


Guards ‘to a éertaim place, and back. by a 
defitt#d route to Dublin Castle: The driver 
and the Guards—three of whom were injuted 
—were fellow-servants of the State. The 
plaintiffs in the action. the Attorney-General 
and the Minister for Justice, and the driver 
of the car, were all fellow-servants of Saorstat 
Fireann, and the driver was not a servant of 
the Attorney-General or Minister for Justice. 
He could not hold, in the circumstances, that 
the defendant was deprived of his -plea of 
contributory negligence. He had been re- 
ferred to Section 170 of the Road Traffic Act 
of 1933, and he held that but for this pro- 
vision no action would lie against the State. 
He did not accept the proposition that the 
State could be in the same position, as 
against the defendant, as the passengers in 
the State car, because the damage suffered 
by the passengers was in part, on his find- 
ing, due to the negligence of the driver of 
the State car. Having found the respective 
drivers of the vehicles were guilty of simul- 
taneous negligence, Judge Shannon dismissed 
the action, with costs and expenses.

He thought the jury would have little trouble 
in coming to the conclusion that umquestiot- 
ably he was assaulted by the four accused 
men, anc in the course of a murderous attack 
on him a_ hatchet was. used : Patrick 
Keane, junior. Keane, who had t 
concealed apparently on his person, struck: a 
violent blow at O'Neill on the heel; smashin 
the bone and dislocating the ankle. .O’Nei 
was taken to hospital, where hexdied of septic 
poisoning on llth August. fee 

O'Neill had lived in a little caravan at the 
rear 50-35 - Middle Gardiner street, and had 
lived with a woman named Rosanna O’Neill, 
or Rosanna Foster, as man and wife. Patrick 
Keane, who lived at this time at 17 Middle 
Gardiner street, was the father of Patrick 
Keane, junior, who lived in one of the huts 
near the deceased man. Andrew Boyle lived 
at 61 Marlborough street, a lodginghouse, 
and Coyle resided at 7 Spring Garden street. 
Boyle’s sistem was the wife of Keane junior, 
and Coyle was related in some way- to the 
Keane family. The dead man did not ap- 
pear to have been related in any way to. the 
accused men. , 


“ BAD FEELING” 


There appeared to have been a history <f 
bad feeling between the families of O'Neill 
and the rest for a month before the crime, 
and the parties seemed to have clashed first 
about the ist July, when there was an 
altercation between Mrs. Annie Keane, wife 
of Patrick Keane, junior, and Rosanna 
Foster, «s a result of which Mrs. Annie 
Keane took out a summons for abusive and 
threatening language. On the same day there 
was another altercation between Keane, 
junior, and anna Foster, and a few days 
tater Rosanna Foster took out similar sum- 
monses against Keane and his wife. The 
next event was a further summons by Patrick 
Keane, junior, against Rosanna Foster. The 
matter was put a little further by an en- 
counter between Helen Cullen, sister of 
Rosanna Foster, and Annie Keane, with 
summonses and cross-summonses again being 
served, On the 27th July, the day of the 
crime, all the summonses were heard, ap- 
gs. at some length, in the District 

ourt, and these various women were bound 
over, to keep the peace. Patrick O'Neill >it 
the District Court in the company of another 
man.and went to various public-houses. At 
six o clock he went home íor tea, and an hour 
later he went out again, and, accompanied 
by. the same man, he visited public-houses, 
finishing up in Hogan’s licensed house. In 
the meantime, some members of the accused 
had called at various intervals to Belmont 
place, and had used expressions to Rosanna 

obter to the effect that they “ were looking 
for” him and they would get him.” They 
or to have found O'Neill in Hogan’s 
at about 8.30, and O'Neill having gone out, 


‘Rosanna Foster would tel] the court that le 


was immediately set upon by these four men. 
Patrick O'Neill defended himself as best le 
could along Summerhill as far as No. 33, and 
there he fell. According to the evidence .í 
Rosanna Foster, he received a kick from 
Coyle before he fell, and it was at this stage, 
when he had fallen and was helpless pag 
road,, that Keane, junior, drew the hatchet 
and struck O'Neill the fatal and violent blow 
on the right ankle. 

After the luncheon adjournment, Rosanna 
Foster stated that Patrick O’Neill and she 
had been living together for eleven years, 
and had five children. For the last two 
years they had been living in a caravan at 
Belmont place. Patrick Keane (junior) and 
his wife had been living there for about the 
same length of time. On the afternoon of 
27th July she was in the Dublin District 
Court between 2 and 4 p.m. with O'Neill 
and her sister, Mrs. Helen Cullen, and the 
four accused men, with their wives, were 
there also. She arrived home at about 4.30, 
and at about 5.30 the four accused men came 
up to the hut. 


“SEND HIM OUT” 


“One of ‘them asked where was my 
husband,”’ said the witness. “I told them 
that he was not in. They walked away, but 
came back again, and Keane (senior) told 
me to send him out. He called me vile names, 
and young Keane said to the other men: 
‘Come on, boys. We'll get him.’”’ They wert 
away then; and the witness took her twelve 
months old baby and went to Gardiner 
street. There she saw Andrew Boyle looking 
into Hogan’s public-house and Coyle looking 
into another. e other two men were stand- 
ing on the opposite side of the street, and, as 
she watched, Coyle and Boyle joined them 
there. 

At this se the witness mentioned that 
O'Neill had been home for tea at about 6 o'clock 
and that the accused men had called at the 
hut both before tes, and again after O'Neill 
had. left. On the last occasion Keane (junior) 
said: “ Come on, boys. Let's get him. My 
wife did not get justice in the court to-day.” 
The witness said that she then went to 
Hogan’s, where she saw O'Neill, and they 
left the public-house together. 


STRUCK ON JAW 

As they crossed the tramlines the four 
accused men walked or to O'Neill. _ Keane 
( june) said: ‘‘I’m looking for you.” With 
that Coyle struck O’Neill under the jaw with 
his closed fist, and O'Neill staggered back. 
Coyle immediately kicked him in the stomach. 
O'Neill struggled to a lamp-post, and Coyle 
kicked him again. The witness, who had 
her baby in her arms, was trying to get 
between them. All the men were struggling 
with O'Neill, except Keane (senior), who was 
being held back by his son, Christopher. 
After the second kick O'Neill fell on to the 
road and did his best to resist, but there 
was no, one to help.

| An appeal under the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act, 1906, was heard, in which 
Christopher Doyle, 5 Larkfield Grove, Kim- 
mage, appealed from a decision of Circuit 
Judge Davitt, giving liberty to his employers, 
Philip Waters, Dundrum, and illiam 
Murphy, Ashbrook, Kimmage,. building con- 
tractors, to discontinue payment of compensa- 
tion which they had paid to him by order of 


| the Circuit Judge up to July last year. 


Mr. Costello, K:C., and Mr. Casey (in- 
structed by Mr. F. L. Clinch) appeared. for 
the appellant; and Mr. P. McGilligan 
(instructed by Messrs. Peebles, Knox and 
Pigot) for the respondents. | 

br the appeal, Mr. Costello said: that 
Doyle, in December, 1932, fell from- a 
scaffolding, and fractured his spine, right leg 
and left ankle. He was paid a weekly sum 
up to July last year, when the Circuit Judge 
ave the respondents liberty to stop payment, 
the workman undertaking to accept light work 
which was offered to him. He did not start 
the light work, on the ground that he was 
not able to do it, and in December his appli- 
cation for compensation was finally refused 
by Judge Davitt. 

Mr. Costello read the evidence given in the 
Circuit Court on behalf of the workman by 
the late Surgeon Owens, to the effect that, as 
a result of his injuries, Doyle was suffering 
from a condition which was caused by shock 


stuck in the leg. . The evidence o 
Surgeon Owens further stated: tha 
he thought Doyle was malingering, but after 
tests and examinations he had come to the 
conclusion that he was not. .. i 

Dr. Robinson, who gave evidence íor the 
respondents, at no time had suggested that 
Doyle was malingering. Doyle had tried the 
light work of brushing a floor, but the only 
way he could use the brush was: by putting 
his back to the wall. 

Mr. McGilligan suggested that the Circuit 
Judge, under the 1 Act, was entitled to 
discontinue the workman's compensation on 
the ground of unreasonable unwillingness to 
undertake light work offered. 

The High Court set aside the order of the 
Circuit Court Judge, and referred the “case 
back to him to determine whether, at the 
time of the application in December, Doyle 
was suffering from incapacity arising from 
the accident, and, if so, to determine what 
amount of compensation he was entitled -to 
rece've in respect of it. They allowed the 
appellant the costs of the appeal.

Permission to fight duels between mem- 
bers of the Nazi Party has been suspended 
by Herr Hitler, as a result, it is believed, 
of the death from wounds received in a 
duel of Captain Roland Strunk, an officer 
of the Black Guard. Ali affairs of honour 
are to be referred to Herr Himmler, Chief 
of the Police and of the Black Guard, 
until new rules governing the duel are 
formulated. 

Herr Strunk’s opponent, who ais to be 


itried by a Nazi Party Court, and may be 


dismissed from the party, is understood 
to have been a member of the entourage 
of the Youth leader, Herr von Schirach. 

Captain Strunk was buried to-day at 
Hohenlychen, north of Berlin, in the 
presence of high Nazi officials. Wreaths 
was sent by Herr Hitler, Dr. Goebbels and 
Herr von Schirach, among others, and a 
guard of honour of the Black Guard was 
at the graveside.

Possibly the Hospitals’ Trust will per- 
form a public service by pi the 
building necessary for both music and 
boxing. It might be a source of consider- 
able profit from rents. 


Pictures on the Wails 


I have always been pleased by the Gate 
Theatre’s custom of exhibiting paintings 
by Irish artists in its foyer. It lends a 
pleasantly Parisian atmosphere to the 
intervals between acts. 

Recently I discussed the practice with 
a friend of mine, who happens to be one 
of the most distinguished artists in 
Dublin. He approved it very . heartily, 
but when I urged that it might be ex- 
tended he was less enthusiastic. I re- 
minded him of the big Montparnasse cafés 
whose walls are so adorned, and suggested 
that the hotels and public-houses of Dublin 
might follow the example. 

‘“The hotels, by all means,” he con- 
ceded. ‘‘ But the pubs—no! I put too 
much value on my pictures to have drunks 
throwing beer over them.”’ 

And even when I pointed out that he 
would always stand the chance of a 
wealthy man coming in and buying a 
picture while under the benign influence, 
” he would not allow that the risk of damage 
was worth it. 


A Word to the Hotels 


Perhaps, however, the hotels might do 
worse than take up the idea. It would 
give their public rooms a national 
flavour, and certainly ought to have inte- 
rest for visitors. The pictures, of course, 
would be changed every month or so. 

And the advertisement would do a great 
deal of good to Irish art. Who knows— 
there might even be an occasional sale 
from the hotel walls, in which case the 
hotel would be at liberty to pocket a com- 
mission. 

I have often wondered, indeed, why the 
Connemara hotels have not originated 
some such system. Many wealthy people 
go there, and some of them probably 
would be glad to bring away a pleasant 
souvenir of their sojourn. Certainly an 
often changing array of good pictures 
would brighten any hotel.

The demand from the 
and bottlers for matured spirit 
has emptied many compartments of casks 
of whiskey which a few years ago were a 
source of worry to the distillers. 


Conservative ACethods 


Distillers are most Conservative in, their 
methods. The products of the famous old 
pot-stills never vary. The whiskey of this 
year will be similar to the whiskey of Jast 
year or the whiskeys of pre-war years. 
Reputations have been built up on methods 
which have stood the test of time. 

New discoveries in distillation or hustled 
maturation are treated with the contempt 
which they deserve. Ask a distiller what 
he thinks of the latest American idea for 
making one day old alcohol taste the same 
as a ten years’ old pot-still whiskey, and 
you will be treated to a sample of: very 
forcible rhetoric. Apparently it is im- 
possible to improve upon malt, oak casks 
and dark warehouses, combined’ with age, 
for producing whiskey worthy of the 
name, 


MCT aturing W hiskey 


Spirit matured in the damp _under- 
ground vaults shows surprising differences 
when compared with whiskey stored in dry 
and well-aired upper’ floors. Even after 
a period of seven years casks in the vaults 
are practically full ‘while their strength 
is under proof. On the*other hand, casks 
in the upper floors have decreased’ con- 
siderably in bulk while their strength is 
over proof. 

Many connoisseurs prefer a _ ‘“‘self 
whiskey ” which has been matured on a 
damp earthen floor in a sherry cask for at 
least ten years. This whiskey has a 
glorious golden colour and a beautiful 
bouquet. It is, however, very expensive. 
Many old Irish country families still keep 
up the old custom of .buying whiskey 
direct from their favourite distillery. The 
whiskey is bonded for ten or fifteen years 
in a sherry quarter-cask or-a hogshead. . 
This spirit is mild and mellow. 

Whiskey is colourless when it comes 
from the stills, and unless it is bonded in 
a sherry cask it is merely straw-coloured 
after seven years in bond. Of course, the 
older it is the deeper the colour. 


Ghe Jew's Harp 


The fact that the Jew’s harp has been 
banned in Germany is, presumably, due 
to its name, because it is neither a Towish 
product nor can it be said to be the 
favourite instrument of Jews. 

Nevertheless, those simple Germans 
who loved to feel its tingling vibrations 
on their tongues will now be deprived of 
their pleasure. One is inclined to ask: 
“ What next?” What about “ Spanish 
onions ’’ or “ China asters ”? 

I notice, by the way, that a shop in 
Grafton street—on what authority I know 
not '—advertises the instruments as “ Ja 
Harps.”’ 
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3,270 KILLED. AND 
INJURED 
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The number of accidents, fatal and non- 
fatal, on the roads of the Free State is in- 
creasing. During the first nine months of 
this year 149 accidents occurred, in which 
154 people were killed, as compared with 147 
accidents in the same a last year, result- 
ing in the deaths of 148 persons. 

In the same period the total number of 
accidents in the Free State increased from 
6,812 to 7,751, and of these 377 resulted in 
serious injury, as compared with 3560 in 
1936; 2,324 caused minor injury, as com-' 
pared with 2,180 in 1936; and accidents in 
which no one was injured increased from 
4.125 in 1936 to 4,901. The number of per- 
sons injured in the first nine months of 1936 
was 2,817, and this year the figure is 3,116, 
bringing the total of killed and injured to 
3,270 this year, as against 2,966 last year. . 

The general growth in the number of acci- 
deits was reflected in the Dublin metropolitan 
area, where the total this year was 3,478, 
accounting for 1,279 persons killed or injured 
as compared with 3,101 accidents and 1,1 
killed or injured in 1936. The number of 
fata! accidents fell from 29 to 25, and acci- 
dents resulting in serious injury from 38 to 
26, but those resulting in minor injury ad- 
vanced from 1,029 to 1,111, and those in 
which no person was injured from 2,005 to 
2,316. : Thirty people were killed last year 
in the. Dublin metropolitan. area, and 27 this 
vear, and the number injured in the last nine 
months was 1,252, as against 1,006, bringing 
the total of killed and injured from 1,126 in 
1936 to 1,279 this year. Sh

The Ryans’ All-round Prowess 


The death of J. J. Ryan recalls some 
of the greatest days of Irish Rugby, for 
during the seven years in which he and 
his. brother Michael represented their 
country, we beat England in three con- 
secutive years and captured the Triple 
Crown in 1899. The Ryans generally 
hunted in couples, and had some historic 
tussles on the field with McEwan, a giant 
Scottish forward, and by no means: a 
respecter of persons.

nothing short of a cataclismic upheaval would 
rouse either leaders or their parties to a sense 
of their responsibilities in the matter. 

The testing time on the partition issue, not 
alone for the party in power, but for every 
political organisation in the country, has 
therefore now come. We have arrived at a 
turning point in our history, and set our- 
selves an objective, the achievement of which 
is of momentous consequence to the future 
of the country. Have our responsible leaders 
a sufficient sense of the urgency of the 
problem to tackle it in a spirit that will win 
the confidence and secure the co-operation of 
the people as a whole? Without this con- 
fidence and co-operation nothing effective can 
be done now, nor at any other time, that 
will have the remotest chance of removing, or 
even making an impression on, the border. 

The achievement of territorial unity will 
demand much effort and sacrifice on our part. 
It is, in fact, one of the most difficult 
problems that ever confronted any nation in 
our circumstances; for we have now com- 
mitted ourselves to winning back the lost 
province by peaceful miethods: and peaceful 
methods only. 


News Maps for Old 


Time, we must realise, has been, and will 
be, working against us in the campaign. In 
education, in culture, in sport we have been 
daily travelling further and further apart. 
The world, to the little extent it does in- 
terest itself in our affairs, may even forget 
that there is an island called lelead: The 
new -generation, at any rate, will have ‘ittle 
official help in a.

The Lost Province 


As far as the boundary itself is concerned,

“This is an indirect result of this trade 
upheaval,” the Archbishop said, "which 
presumably was not contemplated; but none 
the less it is one of the most, if not the most, 
serious of all the losses occasioned thereby. 
A substantial number of families, which but 
for the strike might have faced the coming 
winter in houses weathertight and warm, are 
forced to pass it in conditions damaging both 
to health and self-respect. I only mention 
the cause of this sad delay in order to remind 
you once again of what is one of the gravest 
ne facing the community to which we 
clong, and one that calls for a general 
concern, which has only been aroused so far 
in a very partial degree. 

“Our newspapers in Dublin deserve the 
highest credit for the lead they have given 
to their readers in this matter.

CITIZENS’ INHERITANCE 


“T take it that we are all aware.that we 
have inherited from the past a Dublin which 
has been, and still is being, called upon to 
house a vastly larger population than its 
present number of houses was. built to 
accommodate. And accordingly there has been 
for many years a standing housing problem. 
But this problem has been seriously intensified 
by the steady influx of newcomers into the 
city, following the drrit observable m many 
parts from the country into the towns. And 
the mevitable result of this continuous inflow 
has been more and more overcrowding; the 
use for dwelling purposes of basements and 
tenements unfit for human habitation and in 
many cases condemned long ago, and a steep 
advance in weekly rentals demanded and paid 
in return for housing whose accommodation 
in ne way corresponds with the amount exacted 
for rent, except for the fact that it m m the 
city. 

“The extent of the evil is reflected in the 
following figures taken from page nine of the 
port I referred to:—In 1935, 90,000 of our 
low-citizens were living in one-room 
nements. Of these, 8,000 families ({1.e., 
rhaps, 40,000 people) are living in 
tencments condemned as unfit for human habi. 
tation by the Medical Officer of Health, and 
1.440 families {1.e., some 7,000 people) are 
occupying unfit basements. 


COMPLEX QUESTION 


“The Dublin Corporation, with the help 
of its zealous Housing Committee, has 
attacked this problem with a commendable 
energy, but for all its efforts it gives no signa 
so far of being able to overtake it. 1t reckous 
that a minimum of 18,000 houses is needed, 
and there are those who assure us that this 
figure 1s ludicrously below the mark. ‘The 
keportang Committee suggest that, if the 
shortage is to be overcome, a building pro- 
gramme (and a programme not on paper, but 
in solid bricks and mortar) of not less. than 
f.vé thousand houses a year is demanded. And 
yet, so far, the dargest number of houses in a 
single year to the credit of the Corporation 
is 1,522, in 1936. And these 1,522 houses 
represent, perhaps, the extra accommodation 
which is needed merely to cope with the 
annual increase of population—the result 
being that the main problem of providing 
adequate housing for 90,000 people stands 
very much where it did. (Of course, a certain 
amount of private building is continually in 
progress.) 

‘The whole question is full of com 
plexities—there are all kinds of contributing 
causes, including shortage of skilled labour 
and restrictions on the import of necessary 
material. The evil is being attacked, but 
the very nature of the case caused the present 
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lamentable strike, which for six 
in the city, came to an end.

SOLVING THE RIDDLE 


“A conscience upon the subject needs to 
be created. The best brains ‘the city can 
command ought te bend their capacities to 
the solving of the riddle of what must be 
done and how it is to be dove. A great 
challenge is thrown out to the Christianity 
which is professed in one form or another 
by the entire body of citizens to translate 
the creed we believe into a practical working 
conduct which shall acknowledge responsi 
bility for the provision of decent iving 
conditions for our poorer fellow-citizens. 
Recent legislation in this country has removed 
certain serious impediments in the path of 
housing reform; there is now needed a con- 
certed reso've on the part of all citizens of 
goodwill that. the scandal be ended as soon 
as may possibly be. 

“Of course, one of the chief difficulties is. 
as ever, the financial one. The provision of 
houses for the poor at rentals which their 
means can afford is impraeticabte. at least 
along the ordinary lines. I do not see how 
the work can be carried through without 
sacrifice in some form, whether by way ot 
taxation or of voluntary contribution to a 
loan at a less than economic rate of interest. 
A suggestion worth examination is the 
adoption of a site-value system of rating. 
Í am sure there are ‘cons’ as well as ‘ pros 
in regard to this proposal, but at least it is 
less open to suspicion than the resort to the 
printing press to flood the country with new 
and inadequately supported currency—an 
attractive and simple course, which might 
be pursued for quite a long time if Ireland 
did not need to exchange products with 
other countries. 

“In the long run I think it will become 
clear that the difficulty -annot be removed 
except with the aid of a very liberal appli- 
cation of the well-tried principle—‘ Bear ye 
one another’s burdens.’ ” 


INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 


Dr. Gregg said that he had never been 
more ‘mpr-ssed than he had been during the 
past few months with the tremendous diffi. 
culty besetting statesmen and others of 
knowing what was the right thing to do. 
[he world of international affairs was full 
of problems with which the British Common- 
wealth was seriously concerned, and yet 
immediately that conscience told them that 
they ought to get up and do something and 
that they st about considering what was 
the right thing to do, they found that there 
was nothing they could dob. “however dis- 
interested it might be; nothing that had not 
dangerous reactions which they dared not 
provoke. Very powerful nations were con 
cerned to pursue a policy of non-intervention. 
They were not afraid of war in the sense 
of physical fear, but they were—and rightly 
so—afraid of war because they knew too well 
what the horrors of modern warfare could 
be, and they dared not take the responsi- 
bility, unless the nations’ own most sacred 
interests were at stake, of plunging their 
peoples in its chaos. 

Aecordingly, a great many terrible things 
could be done in the broad daylight by this 
nation or that, with the other nations Jook- 
ing on and content to swallow one humiliat 
ing aggression after another, because inter- 
vention would almost certainly bring about. 
vastly greater evils than the more limited 
ones already present. 


DIFFICULT DAYS 


“ It is very easy to gibe at this determina- 
tion not to let our fingers get burnt by 
meddling in other peoples’ business,” said 
Dr. Gregg, ‘‘ but some Christian qualities 
are reflected in this attitude, such as pati- 
ence, good-will, self-control, refusal to take 
offence at minor slights, consideration for the 
millions of souls of whose interests a Govern- 
ment is the trustee. But the very existence

CHURCH POPULATION

DECLINE IN LAST NINETEEN 
YEARS 


On the discussion on the report of the 
Dublin Diocesan Council, the Rev. R. E, 
Weir said that he wished to refer to the 
ficures dealing with the pepulation in the 
dioceses. The Synod might like to know that 
in 1911 the number of Protestants in the 
Free State was 527.000. In 1926 that heure 
had dropped to 221,000—a decrease of 32 
per cent. While quarter of the decrease was 
attributable to the withdrawa] of the forces 
of the British Army and the R.I.C., the fact 
remained that there was a deqrease of 24 
per cent.. or 86,000 among the civilian 
population. 

According to the Dublin Diocesan report, 
in 1946 the Church population was 57,638 
In 1928 the ronulation was given as 68,840 
which represented a decline of 164 per cent. 
in nine years. If one was to go back to 
1918. one would find that the Church people 
numbered 88,104, so that comparing that 
figure with the figure civen to-dav he came 
to the startling conclusion that their popula- 
tion had declined by 34.6 ner cent. in nine- 
teen years. The figures forthe dat schools 
were even more disheartening. In 1998, 
5,377 children were attending the schools, 
while in 1936 the number was 4,024. 


There must be some reason for all this, 
said Mr. Weir. The new Constitution 
provided that the State recognised the special 
position of the Holy Catholic and Apostolic 
Roman Church, and in explaining the reason 
why, the President stated that that fact must 
have considerable influerce in the life of the 
State. He added that 93 per cent. of the 
people in the Free State belong (to use his 
own words) to the Catholie Church. The 
President went on to say that if they. were 
going to have a democratic State, and if they

Weir) saw by the /rish Times of March 3 
that a Town Commissioner in the Midlands, 
speaking to this Parliamentary Secretary, 
asserted that a sectarian society in this 
country at the present moment had too great 
a power with regard to the administration 
of the Local Government Department. That 
society, according to that speaker, was the 
Knights of Columbanus. 
"Ts that, Your Grace, not the real ex- 
planation of our declining numbers? How 
can we feel happy and secure under such 
conditions? Many of our people believe that 
we are living under a system of Government 
which is controlled by a philosophy of life 
inconsistent with and antagonistic to all free- 
dom of thought as understood by Church 
people. The Church will and must recognise 
these facts, and endeavour to meet the resul- 
tant dangers by closer co-operation and fel- 
lowship among the remnants of our com- 
munity. Let us bear in mind the Apostolic 
Church and enable her people, although a 
small minority, to preserve the faith of Christ 
unfettered by the Roman Empire. Although 
these figures are discouraging I am not down- 
hearted.

FREE STATE BROADCASTS 


‘The Ven. Archdeacon Peacocke asked if the 
Society could not do something about wit 
he considered one of the greatest disgraces 
going on in the country at the present time— 
the broadcasting from their Athlone Radio 
Station of seductions to gambling of a most 
intense kind at the close of the sponsored pro- 
gramme. (Hear, hear.) It was not merely 
that the broadcasters were listeners 
about the sweepstakes, but were doing every- 
thing they could to seduce people’s minds 
to take tickets and put down tén shillings, 
which, they suggested, would provide oppor- 
tunities of having a grand life of wealt for 
all time. Those tan s must be"influenc- 
ing thousands and thousands of people. They 
went on night after night, trying to seduce 
the minds of the people into the gambling 
spirit. Could nothing be done to bring the 
matter before those responsible for the broad- 
casts? The reason for those broadcasts was 
the £25,000 which the broadcasting authori- 
ties received from the sweepstakes to allow 
them to say what they liked. 


THE STATE’S DUTY 


The Rev. R. Bird said that the broadcasts 
by their suggestion of gambling were doing 
untold mischief. hee 

“ We have,” he continued, “a Constitution 
which has a statement at its beginning $hat 
we believe in God and His Son, Jesus 
Christ, and we ought to see that the State 
carries out the principles of Christ, and does 
not try to destroy the lives of our young 
people. That which is morally wrong can 
never be economically right, and I do feel 
that some ex ion along the lines suggested 
by the Archdeacon of Kildare should go 
forth from this Synod to the Government.” 

Mr. Bird said that the other gl OI 
counted thirty-six people pass into a k- 
maker's office in a poor quarter in three 
minutes, while one of his parishoners saw 
256 people enter in am hour and a half, That 
was what was going on in their midst. The 
drain on the hospitals was bound to be 
greater en account of that uneconomic system 
which was taking the earnings of the poor.

— “To a very large extent,” 
he says, ‘Dubliners are completely 
apathetic to the danger that lies at their 
doors.”” Few words are needed. to drive 
home ‘the Archbishop’s warning, The 
wretched living conditions of tne “great 
bulk of the Russian people were. respon 
sible, in the long run, for the Revolution 
of 1918; the growing demoralisation of 
Germany, thanks to the depression of the 
populace, created the Nazi triumph against 
all previous standards of authority Here 
in Ireland we all have a horror 
of that revolt against our traditional 
standards which is Communism, or 
of the challenge to our doctrines 
of liberty which is Fascism; in both we 
recognise the death of society and of the 
individual. Our clear duty is to strike at 
the root of both evils, and those evils are 
founded in an unduly low standard of 
livelihood. 

Here in Ireland we take pride in our 
attachment to democracy. If democracy 
has any meayjng in fact—as opposed to 
the textbook definitions—it involves a 
Dr.

couple of hundred yards of his office, his 
club, his cinema. Yet to the existence of 
that squalor thousands of pedple can 
testify—not only the miserable citizens 
who must endure it, but such high-minded 


who have witnessed it, and whose hearts 
and consciences have been touched. by it. 
Who can be surprised that a certain 
seva indignatio inflamed the Archbishop’s 
speech yesterday? High ecclesiastics must 
be ‘‘ diplomatic ” in their language, and 
we do not err if we read an intensity of 
feeling into his description of the slum 
““a general concern which 
has only been aroused so far in a very 
The horrid fact is that, 
while many well-to-do citizens in recent 
years have recognised that the establish- 
ment of decent living conditions for their 
fellow-men ts an essential of our status as 
a civilised and Christian nation, very 
many thousands know, and care, nothing 
about the hidden evil. 

‘It is not inopportune to refer to the 
activities of the Citizens’ Housing Com- 
mittee. Several months ago that committee 
produced an admirable report, calling 
attention to the city’s needs and offering 
means for their fulfilment, but since then 
it has been silent. We think that its work 
during the winter and spring had great 
value. Certainly it impressed many 
people who would have remained deaf to 
the pleadings of officials, and helped 
in large maintain the 
‘crusading’ spirit in .a dispirited 
populace, What has happened since the 
publication of its report? Were the 
members themselves dispirited by the long 
strike? Have they concluded that, because 
their efforts did not receive immediate. 
acclaim, they are, therefore, without 
value? We do not think so, and we urge 
the Citizens’ Housing Committee to rouse 
itself from its summer sleep and lend 
another stimulus to the work. ‘‘ A great 
challenge,” said. the Archbishop of 
Dublin yesterday, “is thrown out to the 
Christianity which is professed, in one 
form or another, by the great body of 
citizens, to translate the creed we believe 
into a practical working conduct which 
will acknowledge responsibility for the 
provision of decent living conditions for 
our poorer fellow eitigens” Several 
members of the Housing Committee are 
priests of the Christian Church; all 
profess to be Christians. Surely the duty 
devolves upon them to guide the people's 
endeavour once again to this highest of 
‘material aims—the provision of decent 
living for their fellows. Now that the 
strike is over, the business of rehousing 
the poor will begin again. The Corpora.

something ; and to both let all honour be.

Schacht was virtually the “financial 
dictator of Germany for the early years of 
the Nazi régime. He invented the 
a system of ‘ bloc’: ” marks and 
“ yegister’’ marks, which helped to solve 
the problem of Germany’s commercial] 
debts, and at the same time gave a 
tremendous fillip to her tourist traffic. 
His policy was so successful that Herr 
Hitler gave him almost a free hand. He 
never was a Nazi in the party sense of the 
term, and, indeed, but for his influence 
with the Fuehrer he might have been one 
of the victims of June 30th, 1934. As it 
turned out, he was entrusted by Herr 
Hitler with some of the most delicate 
He went to the Balkans, where 
he contrived to bring about some really 
brilliant financial and economic coups. He 
managed to counteract French influence 


missions. 


in some of the most important Balkan 
States, and his deals with Yugoslavia 
provide a notable example of shrewd 
finance. Hjalmar Schacht two years ago 
seemed to be the only man, next to Hitler 
himself, who was indispensable to the 
Third Reich; and there was a time when 
popular gossip assdciated his name with 
that of the next the 
Chancellorship.

The Yourg Criminal 


On the eve of the introduction of a 
measure for the reformation of the treat- 
ment of all offenders in British prisons, 
Sir Samuel Hoare announced a very 
important. step which may be the pre. 
liminary to a revolution in that system. 
What Sir Samuel Hoare announced is an 
immediate scientific investigation of 
juvenile crime, and a study of “dull ”’ 
and this is 
to be the prelude to an entirely new de- 
parture in the treatment of the young 
offender. A disquieting feature of the 
criminal statistics during the past few 
vears has been the yreat increase in the 
number of young people charged with 
indictable offences. Sir Samuel Houre is 
in a favourable position from which to 
view this phenomenon, and when he 
attributes a major part of the increase 
to the operation of the Children Act of 
1933, and to the increased interest in 
juvenile delinqnency. his opinion will be 
found reassuring. The unpleasant fact, 
however, is that in nearly every part of 
Great Britain there is more and more anti- 
social conduct by young people between 
the adolescent a..d early adult years. The 
many changes in the law and in the penal 
system which were devised for the pre- 
vention and cure of juvenile offences have 
not proven so beneficial as their sponsors 
generously anticipated. Much good has 
been done by these changes; but the 
amount of good is obviously not 
enough. A wider aspect of the problem 
is suggested by Sir Samuel Hoare: how 
hest not merely to handle the young 
offender after an offence has been com. 
mitted but to prevent an entry upon the 
slippery slope which leads to a life of 
crime. That wider aspect the Home 
Secretary has decided calls for “a 
thorough investigation on scientific lines, '' 
and he is co-operating with the Depart- 
ment of Education in initiating such an 
investigation. One theory is that the 
ranks of juvenile offenders are largely 
recruited from the classes of children 
described as “dull ” and “ backward ’’; 


the children who may be below the average. 


in intelligence and mental development. 
No complete statistics are available on the 
point: but if. as the Home Secretary 
suggests, thev constitute between 10 and 15 
per cent. of the child population of Great 
Britain everything should be done to 
prevent them from. slipping gradually 
into the criminal classes. The investiga: 
tion will taka time, but not a minute of 
the time will have been wasted if the 
causes of increased juvenile delinquency 
are discovered and methods of dealing with

serious illness of Princess V ictoria. 


Scenes in the House of Lords 


The House of Lords looked as brilliant 
as ever to-day when the King opened 
Parliament. Once again two Thrones 
stood under the gilded canopy, faced by 
a great gathering of Peers, Peeresses, 
statesmen, Ambassadors. judges and 
bishops. The Dukes of Gloucester and 
Kent, with their wives, and the Princess 
Royal early took up places near the 
Thrones, while the Princesses Elizabeth 
and Margaret Rose watched the proceed- 
ings from the Lord Chamberlain’s priv ate 
box in the Royal Gallery. At 12 o'clock 
the electric lamps were faded out and the 
Chamber was in soft twilight. Suddenly 
a fanfare of trumpets and a short, but 
brilliantly coloured, procession entered, 
while the lights were put full on. The 
King. wearing his Crown and State robes 
of purple velvet, walked hand in hand 
with the Queen, who was wearing an ‘all- 
round tiara, and a gown of cream satin 
almost covered with diamanté. Over this 
she had her State robes of purple velvet 
The King spoke with much 
assurance, and gave his Speech from the 
Throne in clear tones. At first he began 
to read slowly and rather quietly, but as 
soon as he found the pitch of the House 
he raised his voice until he could be heard 
in every part. 


Work in Prospect 


When the House of Commons met for 
business this afternoon there was much 
talk in the Lobby regarding the amount of 
legislation proposed | by the Government. 
It was regarded as obvious th::t the session 
will be a long and strenaous one, judging 
from the number of biis it is proposed 
to intrdfluce. In answer to this some of 
the Government supporters pointed out 
that there was a big programme at the 
opening of the last session, but in spite 
of adverse circumstarces in the early part 
of that session great progress was made, 
and nearly al! she suggest-d legislation 
passed. (Comment was made upon the 
Government proposal for the protection 
of the civilian population against air raids, 
as it was looked upon as absolutely neces- 
sary in view of the international position 
to-day. Conservatives generally regarded 
the Speech as an exceptionally good one, 
since it undertakes works which should 
be of the greatest possible utility to the 
majority of the population. Labour could 
see but little in the Speech, but its spokes- 
men “confined themselves mainly to 
criticism on the foreign outlook, and the 
possibility that General Franco mav win 
the day in Spain irks them considerably. 


Slum Clearance 


In the Speech from the Throne to-day 
there was a short reference to a slum clear- 
ance bill, but it is understood that this 
foreshadows legislation of great import- 
ance; as during debates on the bill the 
whole question of ending the slum problem 
is to be raised. The bill will amend 
financial provision for small clearances 
and the abatement of overcrowding. The 
existing housing subsidies are due to ex- 
pire in March, and it is intended that the 
pill shall deal with housing finance gener- 
ally. with the subsidies continued for a 
further period, though there will be no 
increase in the amounts. The legislat'on 
wi'’ also deal with rural housing. and it 
is probable that the Government will 
subsidise local authorities for the building 
of houses for aericultvral workers, which 
may be let at three shillings per week.

R. HJALMAR SCHACHT is no 
longer Germany’s economic dic- 
tatur. He is stated to have said, in 
conversation to-day at a farewell 
party given by Mr. Douglas Jenkins, 
United States Consul-General, who 
is being transferred to London, that 
his resignation as Minister of 
Economics took effect yesterday. He 
added that he would remain Presi- 
dent of the Reichsbank for the time 
being. : 
Official quarters, however, main- 
tain that no decision has yet been 
made. 

Herr Hitler held a Cabinet meeting this 
morning at the Chancellery, at which the 
withdrawal of Dr. Schacht from his office 
was one of. the subjects discussed. He 
later again received General Goering, who 
is in charge of the four-year economic 
plan. 


AN ANTI-CLIMAX 


Dr. Schacht’s withdrawal has been so 
long delayed that the news comes almost 
as an anti-climax. Until the spring’ of 
1936 he was generally acknowledged to 
ba the economic dictator of the Third 
Reich, but gradually rumours went round 
of friction between him. and powerful 
leaders of the Nazi Party. 

These were attributed to his refusal to 
meet demands for foreign currency and 
increased supplies of raw materials from 
abroad. Among those whose pressing 
requests he disappointed were the Propa- 
ganda Ministry and the department which 
controls the Nazi Party organisations 
abroad. 

Dr. Schacht’s eclipse dates from April, 
1936, when General Goering was given 
special powers for the control of foreign 
exchange and raw materials. It became 
apparent that Dr. Schacht’s influence in 
the inner councils of the party was fast 
waning. Almost al] pretence of the neces 
sity for a Ministry of Economics disap- 
eared with the appointment by the 
‘uehrer, announced on October 19th vf 
last year, of General Goering to have solv 
control of the four-year plan designed to 
make Germany independent of foreign raw 
materials. 


LEADING PERSONALITY 


Dr. Schacht’s personality is one of the 
most ougstanding among the leaders of the 
Third Reich. Brilliant and often daring 
in conversation, he had his own methods 
of publicity, and thus reached the outside 
world through channels over which Dr. 
Goebbels had no control. 

Dr. Schacht is often to be seen in the 
early morning in the flower market bar- 
gaining keenly for the orchids with which 
his apartments are generally decorated. 

He was appointed temporary Minister of 
Economics on-the proposal of Herr Hitler 
by President Hindenburg, the decree ap- 
pearing on the date of the President's 
deati. . 

{t is probable that Dr. Schacht will 
remain a member of the Government as 
long as he holds the Presidency of the 


Reichsbank.

€ HERE is. a longing in the 
Christian world for universal 
Christian Union.

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Belligerent 
Rights Problem 
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FTER a five hours’ meeting the 

Non-Intervention Committee, as 

was expected, last night decided to 

abandon the proposal for ‘‘ token °’ 
withdrawals from Spain. 

Substantial progress was re- 
ported, however, and all the Powers 
represented were in favour of the 
draft resolution put forward at the 
last meeting. with the exception of 
the Soviet Government, .who still 
maintain that the. withdrawal of 
volunteers from Spain must be com- 
plete before belligerent rights are 
granted. 

In view of- Russia’s reservations the 
draft resolution, with slight amendments, 
will be submitted -back to the Powers for 
final approval, and the Sub-Committee 
will mect again on Friday, when it is 
hoped that the field of work will be con- 
siderably broadened. 

In the meantime, in order that no time 
shall be lost, the Committee decided to 
instruct the Chairman (Lord Plymouth) 
and the Secretary to draw up the terms 
of reference of the two Commissions to go 
to Spain. 


FRANCO-GERMAN HELP 


Both Count Grandi and Herr von 
Ribbentrop made helpful and coi ciliatory 
speeches, and there now appears to be 
some chance that a compromise might 
eventually be reached on the difficult 
problem of belligerent rights.

Cohalan, Bishop of Cork, concluded a re- 
markable address on ‘‘The Catholic 
Church: as seen by those within; as 
judged by those without,” at the inaugura- 
tion of the winter session at the Cork 
Catholic Young Men’s Society to-night.

Cohalan said that its Constitution may be 
taken as the Protestant judgment on the 
Catholic ideal of the true Church.

Mr. Eden, returning to the question of 
the granting of belligerent rights, said 
that he wished to be clear what the Soviet 
Ambassador intended. ‘‘ And I want to 
ba quite certain,” he said, ‘‘ that you do 
mean that the withdzawal of volunteers 
must be complete before belligerent rights 
are granted. 

M. Maisky replied: “ When the bulk 
has actually been withdrawn and it has 
been seen that there are no new arrivals, 
and that there is no intention of any 
Government of intervening in the affairs 
of Spain the Soviet Government. might, 
perhaps, consent to the granting of 
belligerent rights.’’ 

Count Grandi, the Italian Ambassador, 
said that it was clear that the Soviet 
Government rejected the British plan. If 
there was a strict application of the 
unanimity rule then the blame for any 
failure would rest upon the Sovi2t Govern- 
ment. 

Conversation then became general—so 
general, in fact, that at times there were 
four delegates speaking together in as 
many languages, but no substantially new 
point appeared to be brought out. 

At tne end of the meeting it appeared 
that there was a reasonable chance that 
some compromise might eventually be 
reached in regard to the most difficult of 
the problems before the Committee—that 
of the time when belligerent rights should 
be granted. 

There is still also the question as to pro- 
cedure within the Committee, and whether 
the Committee must act upon a unanimous 
front.

T= King yesterday opened his 

first Parliament with*a speech 
in which he touched on foreign rela- 
tions, on the Spanish conflict, and 
the war in the Far East, and gave a 
general outline of proposed domestic 
legislation. 

Two visits of foreign Kings were 
mentioned at the outset. 

My relations with foreign Powers con. 
tinue to be friendly, said the King. 
have invited the King of the Belgians to 
visit me in November, and a similar in. 


vitation has been extended to the King of 


Roumania for the spring of next year. I 
shall welcome the visits of Their Majesties 
to my capital, and trust that they will 
conducé towards the consolidation of the 
friendly relations existing between our 
nations. 

My Ministers have followed with growing 
concern the continuance of the conflict in 
Spain. It is their aim to do everything 
whiok lies in their power to assist towards 
the restoration of peace among the Spanish 
people. They believe that a strict applica. 
tion of the international] policy of non- 
intervention in Spain will materially con- 
tribute to this end. 

The position in the Far East will con- 
tinue to engage the earnest attention of 
my Government, who will persist in their 
policy of attempting, in co-operation with 
other Governments—whether members of 
the League of Nations or not—to mitigate 
the suffering caused by the conflict, and 
to bring it to a conclusion. 

I am looking forward with interest and 
pleasure to the time when it will be 
possible for me to visit my Indian Empire. 


NATIONAL DEFENCE 

Passing next to the subject of defence, 
the King said :— With the full co-operation 
of my people the work of expanding and 
equipping my defence forces is now making 
rapid progress. My Ministers are anxious 
that energetic steps shall be taken to com 
plete the measures for the protection of 
the civilian population against air raids. 
A bill to put the necessary arrangements 
on a statutory basis will be brought 
forward fot your consideration. 

I rejoice to know that the outlook for 
trade and industry remains favourable, 
and that there is every indication that 
the progress made in the last year will be 
maintained. My Government will continue 
to take all possible measures to encourage 
industrial activity at home and to develop 
our overseas trade.

My Government 
will further develop their social policy by 
introducing legislation to enable meals to 
be supplied to boys and girls attending 
junior instruction centres; ‘o provide 
medical care for young persons who have 
left school and entered employment; to 
reduce the age limit for the award of

THE DAY OF RECKONING 


Reviewing the present economic state of 
the country, Mr. Cosgrave said that no 
theory could shake the fact that on the 
soil of this country the vast majority of 
their people must find employment and a 
livelihood. The day would surely come 
when an Executive Council would have to 
face up to the problems “scasioned by 
present Government operations. Those 
operations alone were responsible for 
getting less amount in quantity, less value 
in money, and less employment out of the 
land. ; 

The present Government had three lines 
of policy—political, agricultural and in- 
dustrial. There. was no reason why a 
Government should not have policies on 
those three lines, which would work into 
a coherent and effective whole, but in the 
case of their present rulers, cach part of 
their operations worked against the other 
two. 


CRIPPLING THE FARMER 
Their political theories had crippled 


agriculture, because their motive in re- 
taining the land annuities was a political 
and not an economic one. Their agricul- 
tural schemes were conditioned by the war 
circumstances and their own foolish 
theories That had had the effect of pro- 
viding industrialists with a decreased 
market for goods, while the industrial 
policy itselt had had to be carried to 
extreme lengths to cover up the mistakes 
of the Government’s policy in agriculture. 

Ineffective, footling, but costly schemes 
had been put into operation to bring about 
a remedy for the blight which the 
Ministers had themselves brought on agri- 
culture. The results were comparatively 
insignificant, and afforded no justification 
for the costs incurred. 


DEARER FOOD 


‘These schemes have not arrested the 
flight of young people .rom the land,” said 
Mr. Cosgrave. ‘‘ They have not succeeded 
in making available for agricultural 
labour wages in keeping wit the needs 
and requirements of the family ; they have 
not given farmers a sufficiency for their 
needs. The high costs of schemes designed 
to repair the damage caused by Govern- 
ment policy have fallen not only on the 
taxpayer, as consumer, in increased prices 
for food, but upon the farmer producer in 
levies, fees for licences, impositions, and 
in increased costs of feeding stuffs for live- 
stock. In consequence of these additional 
charges and other taxes, and of the non- 
profitable character of the agricultura! in- 
dustry, people on the land have never had 
less money to buy Irish industria] goods.’’ 

During the last five years there had, 
he continued, been a marked economic re- 
covery in nearly every country, much more 
marked in some than in others. In no 
country had there been such a gradual, 
sustained and substantial improvement as 
in Great Britain. Agriculturists in the 
Saorstat should have reaped the 
advantages which flowed from that re- 
covery by a bigger sale of agricultural 
= at a higher price. Other countries 

ave reaped these advantages, particularly 
Canada, Australia and New -Zealand. 


SUCCESSFUL POLICY 


In the worst period of the economie de- 
pression some six or seven years ago the 
prospects of these three countries were not 
as good as were theirs here. These States 
had not bartered their independence in the 
policy they had pursued with success in 
rebuilding-their national economy. They 
had benefited by greater sales of agricul- 
tural produce at higher prices. Their 
naticnal status with other States, either 
at the League of Nations or elsewhere in 
the world, was enhanced, as was that of 
every country which was improving, and 
which in consequence of that improvement 
could assure a decent livelihood to its 
citizens. 

Neither Canada nor Australia was solely. 
dependent on agriculture. They also had 
to face the general industrial depression. 
That, however, did not prevent them from 
getting the benefits of world recovery.

Why, then, did they not enjoy bigger 
sales. and better. prices? The answer. was 
simple. A dispute arose between this 
country and,Great Britain. The head of 
the Gayernment said it. was all due to his 
(Mr. Cosgrave’s) signature. His memory 
played him false. It was not, and it was 
not by his signature—it was by the law 
of this State that the annuities were paid 
to the British National Debt ‘Commis- 
sioners. The Government introduced 
legislation to alter that law. It was 
passed by the Oireachtas. If the law had 
vot been changed the Government would 
have been compelled by the law of this 
State to pay the annuities. It wonld be 
remembered that a tariff struggle was 
inaugurated at the beginning of this imter- 
Government squabble. 


RESULT OF THE QUARREL 


The result of the whole business was that 
by arrangement the Irnsh Government facili- 
tated the British Government in collecting 
not only every penny in the dispute, but 
more than was claimed. That money was 
collected, in the words of the head of the 
Government, with dislocation of trade and 
with injury to this country. It entailed hard- 
ship on the people, loss of employment, and 
a tight from Ireland of young men and 
women. All these things would continue as 
jong as those responsible for bringing about 
that state of affairs controlled the Govern- 
ment of this country. 

Not the least alarming 
this whole miserable business was 
the rising adverse balance of trade. 
It approached the peak point at a 
time when they were being told by the 
Ministry that their industrial policy rained 
down wealth on their people. There never 
were bigger tariffs on imported goods, and 
vet, notwithstanding every tax and restric- 
tion possible on the imports of goods, these 
imports exceeded in value the — by 
£20,690,690 in the last twelve months. 

It was rather surprising that the Ministry, 
while declaring that their aim was a pro- 
gramme of national self-sufficiency, now find 
that the drain of money from this country to 
pay for imports reached such a big sum, 


CUT-THROAT TRADE 


There was general ageement that suitable 
industries ought to be developed in this 
country, and a certain increase in prices even 
might be defended. But they had had an 
attempt to put into operation here not merely 
a policy of developing industries, but what 
now appeared to be an attempt to make this 
State with a populatien of 5,000,000 people 
entirely self-sufficient in the industrial sense. 
Immense sums of money had been poured out 
in the building of factories and the purchase 
of machinery. ‘The investment of money in 
the new industries and the building of fac- 
tories had served for the moment to some ex- 
tent to off-set the losses which they were 
suffering from the effects of the economic 
war. The Government realised that, and it 
was for that reason that they had allowed 
factories to be started which-‘could have no 
other result except to cut the throats of pre- 
viously existing industries. 

Recently they had had swecific declarations 
from the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
and from some of the newer industrialists 
that an attempt was to be made to extend 
the manufacture of raw materials in the 
ccuntry. That programme might sound logi- 
cal, but it was neither good nor sound busi- 
ness,

CAUSE OF LABOUR UNREST 


Had any attempt been made, he asked, to 
discover how the manufacture of raw: mate- 
rials in this country would affect moneys 
already invested and employment already 
given? There had been already striking in- 
stances of the effects cf such a policy. 
Further, would not the cost of the finished 
article be substantially increased, and in 
many instances would not the quality of the 
article be diminished? Everyone who had 
given any attention at all to the problems 


of modern mass production would realise that 


in catering for. a small market of 5,000,000 
people certain processes were uneconomic and 
wasteful. The Minister’s policy, particularly 
with regard to raw materials and to the 
bringing in of alien firms, could not but 
cause dissatisfaction and grave uneasiness. 
The immense increase in the cost of living 
due to Government policy had brought them 
into a condition of chronic labour unrest. 
The truth was that the Government, having 
advanced se far in its chosen policy, found 
it impossible to retrace its steps, and could 
only go on from one blunder to another. 
They now heard that the cost of living 
Was going to be dealt with by a new body. 
which would, of course. cost money. As 
usual, the Governmeat hoped to save money 
by spending more, and, having got the 
country into a mess by following a policy 
upon which they refused to take advice from 
anybody, they now expected assistance from 
everybody to remedy its defects. 


THOUGHTS ON UNITY 


“All parties are in agreement about the 
unity of Ireland,” said Mr, Cosgrave. “ That 
is corcect as far as declarations go, but much 
more than good intentions are needed to 
bring about political unity in the island. 
Are there people who hope to persuade a 
Six County farmer to accept a condition ot 
things which would fix “sá prices for 
what he sells and higher prices íor what 
he buys chan at present? Are we to attract 
industrialists into a State in which they will 
be subject to high taxation and high cost 
of living, a system of licences and restric- 
tion which may in the end make themselves 
and their employés subject to the changing 
whims of a Minister and his associates? Can 
we attract people to come into the State 
by. the Government’s own operations about 
the Constitution? We had a Second House 
in the Oireachtas. 
for the Government and it was destroyed. 

“Then we were told that there was no 
case for a Second House. Then the head 


of the Government developed a theory sub- | 


sequently that a Second House was. always 
bad in itself. The main critic of Second 
Houses quoted by the President was a 
Frenchman, who began life as a priest, 
and then became a revolutionary and. a 
phrase-maker. Like many of his colleagues in 
the revolution, the ex-priest was at his bext 
when he was destroying institutions, at nós 
worst when he tried to be constructive. Surely 
the very same thing could be said of the pre- 
sent Government.”

They were the Presidents of the Chamber 
and the Senate; M. Paspar, the former 
Prime Minister ; M. Van Overberg. Leader 
of the Right in the Senate; Burgomaster 
Max. the President of the Liberal Left; 
M. Brunet. Socialist Minister of State ; M. 
Demont, Rexist Senator; M Fischer, 
President of the Socialist Left; M. de 
Broqueville . (Catholic); M.. Deveze 
(Liberal); M. ‘Tschoffen, a former 
Christian Democrat Minister, and WM. 
Vandervelde, the former Socialist leader. 

The resignation of M. Van Zeeland has 
confronted the country with a pretty 
parliamentary problem. The last Govern- 
ment was composed of the Catholic Party, 
including the Christian Democrats and the 
Socialist and T,iberal Parties, with a 
Catholic Prime Minister. 


SOCIALISTS’ CLAIM

CHURCH OF IRELAND 
CONGREGATIONS 


TO THE EDITOR OF SHE TRISH TIMES 

SIR,— Your correspondents on this gubject 
do not, I fear, face all the facts. . 

It appears to me that for a long period the 
Church has been rapidly losing ground. The 
causes are not far to seek. Before the pass- 
ing of the various Land Acts the Protestant 
population in the rural districts was made up 
of the large landowners and their retainers, 
the small shopkeepers in the towns, and 
various members of the old R.I, Constabu- 
lary. Wages were then at such a low level 
that three employés could be kept for what 
it now costs to keep one, and it was not un

usual to find a large household numbering as 
many as fifteemor twenty members all attend 
ing the place of worship. Such households 
are now almost impossible to find. Most of 
the landowners have left the country, and 
their demesnes havg been broken up and dis- 
tributed among members of another creed. 
Many of the small shopkeepers have also dis. 
appeared, and relatively few of the Civic 
Guards are Protestants. 

These causes have all combined to reduce 
the membership of the Church, but there is 
another cause in operation. The question of 
mixed marriages does not appear to receive 
the attention it deserves. The number of 
young men who seek their wives from 
members of another religion has reached 
enormous proportions. The effect will be dis- 
covered in the next generation, and, as in 
Canada, there will be a population bearing 
Protestant names, but not professing the 
Protestant religion. 

The letter of the Rev. E. M. Bateman dis- 
poses of the idea that the funds of the Repre- 
sentative Church Body can be used indis- 
criminately for all purposes, but the 
‘ignorance ”’ of some of the Church members 
is excusable. It is not every person who has 
the ability to understand high finance. Many 
persons feel that they havejgrievances, real or 
assumed ; their criticisms fnay not be to thé 
point, but I do not see Mow they can give 
expression to their opinions except through 
the medium of the Press. It is refreshing to 
find such an optimistic note running through 
his commentary on the work in one diocese. 
I take the liberty of reminding him, however, 
that laymen who contribute to the upkeep of 
the Church still claim the right to offer 
suggestions and criticisms on the working of 
the organisation.—Yours, etc.,

of Tort Head, said :—‘‘ I received word about 
8 p.m. from coast watchers at Torr that a 
little vessel was drifting about and in a very 
dangerous position. 1 immediately ordered 
the lifesaving crew of ten to put out, and 
went with them to the scene along an almost 
impassable road in a raging gale. When we 
had safely negotiated the two miles of road 
we had to clamber down a [£00 feet cliff, 
a desperate ordeal under such conditions. We 
arrived safely at the sea edge, but the first 
line we sent out was unsuccessful. The second 
made contact, however, and first the woman 
and then her husband were brought to safety. 
The return journey was a nightmare, which I 
will never forget. ‘The rescued couple were 
taken by car to Ballycastle, neither of then 
much the worse for their experience.” 

Mr. Enno Loo is a seaman with first mate's 
rank, and his wife is a journalist. Thev 
started out in their 25-foot boat on June 1st 
for Cape Town, and vesterday mórning leít 
Port Ellen, Islay, intending to reach Belfast 
and sail from there to Lisbon. 

Mr. Loo said: ‘‘ When we had got a short 
distance from Port Ellen the rudder broke, 
and I had to use an oar to steer. That 
was bad enough, but the sea became 
worse, and with huge waves breaking 
over the boat I saw it was foolish to con- 
tinue, so I put in along the coast and 
anchored. About eight o'clock I learned 
from signals that a gale was expected, and, 
fearing that the boat might be torn adrift, 
I sent up flares of cloth dipped in paraffin 
and attached to an oar. At last 1 noticed 
men on the shore, and was naturally relieved. 
We were then taken off by breeches buoy. 

Asked if they intended continuing their 
trip, Mr. Loo said that they did, provided 
the boat survived. It is anchored off Torr 
Head. but with heavy seas running its fate 
is doubtful.

In February, 1933, Europe was startled by 
the news that the Reichstag building in 
Berlin had been destroyed by fire, and that 
one Marinus Van der -Lubbe, an alleged 
Communist, had been arrested on the spot 
and charged with incendiarism. Three others, 
whose names were Dimitroff, Popoff and 
Taneff, were also charged, and the group was 
arraigned before a special court in Leipzig in 
September, 1933. In the interval between 
the fire and the opening of the trial the sub- 
ject was discussed throughout the world, and 
the opinion was formed in most countries that 
the burning of the Reichstag was the work 
of members of the Nazi Party intimately 
associated with the Government. 
Lubbe was executed in February, 1934, and 
some six weeks later the other three were 
released 

The trial of these four has been used for 
the construction of a most exciting play by 
the American dramatist, Elmer Rice, and 
within a year the play has gone around the 
world. Last night “ Judgment Day” was 
presented for the first time in Ireland at the 
Dublin Gate Theatre, under the direction of 
Mr. Reginald Jarman, and it proved to he 
one of the most interesting plays staged at 
the Gate Theatre for a long time. 


A POLITICAL ARGUMENT 


In essence “Judgment Day” is a 
demonstration of the case avainet the cdicta- 
torial form of government, and of thelengths 
to which totalitarian States will go to secure 
and retain power. The original story of the 
Reichstag fire has been changed into one in 
which an attempt has ben made to 
assassinate the Dictator, Gregori Vesnic. 
For this alleged conspiracy three people— 
Lydia Kuman, George Khitov and Kurt 
Schneider—are placed on trial, and thé action 
of the play follows the sessions of the court. 

The play is described by its author as a 
melodrama; but it is a great deal more thau 
the word usually connotes. It is a daring 
exposition of the manner in which justice 
may be perverted and used for the suppres- 
sion of personal and political liberties. As 
the trial proceeds it is made increns'ngly 
plain that the case against the three prisoners 
has been <celiberately planned and ruthlessly 
pursned. Perjury and ‘intimidation are among 
the lesser forms of judicial perversion, and 
the bullying tactics of the prosecuting counse! 
follow the best models of the American courts 
as portrayed in the films. There is nuthing 
to prove that the Minister-President was, in 
fact, wounded; all that the court is per- 
mitted to know is that a trained team 
testifies to the attack and the events which 
led to it. Justice would have been more than 
blind if such a case could be brought to a 
smeeeas[ul conclusion. 


AN UNCONVINCING END 


Elmer Rice gives Justice a reprieve, but 
the end of the play is tricky and unconvine- 
ing. When dictators give thems>ives such 
trouble to secure a conviction they have 
hitherto taken measures to achieve complete 
success. While the conclusion of the play 
i unconvincing every one of its five Scenes 
is intensely interesting. At one point—the 
discussion between General Rakovski and the 
Judge Slatarski—more might have been made 
of the case for democracy, and in this Mr. 
Art O’Murnaghan is weak. As presented the 
case for democracy might be the weak senti- 
mental thing that Rakovski believes it to be. 
This should be presented in clear-cut ringing 
tones; not in the simpering voice of one who 
is himself’ less than half-convinced. 

The production of the play was excellent, 
following closely the directions of the author. 
and upon this Messrs. Reginald Jarman, 
Hilton, Edwards and Micheal MacLiammoir 
deserve commendation. As the Prosecuting 
Counsel, Air. Reginald Jzrman gave a splen- 
did perfurmance—cynical, hectoring, un- 
scrupulous. The really bright spots in the 
acting were contributed by iss Meriel 
Moore, Miss Coralie Carmichael and little 
Miss Peggy Cummins. Mr, Roy Irving gave 
the impassioned Khitov a beautiful inter- 
pretation, and Mr. Lionel Dymoke looked and 
spoke like the blustering tyrant, Rakovski. 

“Judgment Day” is a play for thinking 
people; but the thought will be induced when 
the drama has been enjoyed. A. E. M.

ARCHITECT'S VIEWS 


Vertical as well as horizontal development 
in the construction of flats for workers in 
Dublin was requested by Mr. Michael Scott, 
B.Arch., in his presidential address to the 
Architectural Association of Irelana last 
night. He asked why blocks of flats should 
not. be more than four storeys high, and said 
that lifts in this age should not be regarded 
with suspicion 

Mr. Scott expressed appreciation of the for- 
mation of a committee to advise on and 
control commercial design in the Irish Free 
State. ; 

On the subject of architecture and the 
public he said :— 

“HÍ we are to produce fine buildings surely 
it is obvious that their situation in relation 
to other structures is of primary importance, 
This can only be obtained by town-planning. 
Our statesmen have given us an Act of which 
any country might be justly proud. Are we 
satisfied as to the manner in which 
this instrument is being used? As 
architects are we doing our utmost to 
foster public interest m the Act’ ‘rhe 
selection of sites of new buildings in our 
country towns’ offers. immediate scope. 
Churches, hospitals, schools, factcries, and 
housing schemes are under contemplation or 
are being rapidly constructed. ‘These build- 
ings are being erected without any consideia- 
tion of their different functions in relation to 
each other, to existing buildings, or to the 
probable future development of the town. is 
is a pathetic state of affairs. How can it be 
otherwise 1f the local authorities will not 
adopt the Act, or, having adopted it, fail to 
secure competent advice to ensure that the 
benefits of its provisions are made available 
for future generations? ' 

Later he said: “The traiie congestion in 
the city will never be satisfactorily solved by 
the various interests which control it at 
present unti! it comes under the direct control 
of the town planning authority and has the 
co-operation of all sections of the com- 
munity.”

The French seaplane Lieutenant de 
Vaisseau Paris landed at Maceio, Brazil, 
to-day at 5.25 p.m. (Greenwich mean 
time). It left Port Lyautey, French 
Morocco, at 6 40 a.m. (G.M.T.) yesterday, 
and had thus covered approxiniately 6,000 
kilometres (about 3,750 miles), beating the 
wogld flying-boat record of 3,300 miles in 
a straight line, held by the United States 
since 1935 with s milttary flying-boat. 

The Lieutenant de Vaisseau Paris was 
in wireless touch with the shore during 
the whole of its record-breaking flight. It 
weighs 39 tons, and is built to carry 
seventy passengers on short runs and 
thirty on a trans-Atlantic trip. It is 
powered by six 890 h.p. {9-cylinder 
engines, and has a cruising speed of 142

who was accompanied by Queen Elizabeth. 
‘he ceremony in the House of Lords, though 
in itself brief, and conducted strictly in ac- 
cordance with tradition, was brilliant in the 
extreme. The floor of the House was a mass 
of colour, the scarlet and ermine robes of the 
peers almost outshining the evening attire 
und flashing diamonds of the tadies, whose 
number, owing to the exigencies of space, 
was limited to 120. On their arrival at the 
House, Their Majesties were received by the 
great officers of te and conducted to the 
srobing-room, from which they proceeded 
through the Royal Gallery to the entrance 
to the Chamber ‘behind the thrones. 

The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester and 
the Duke and Duchess of Kent already had 
taken their seats, and other members of the 
Royal Family—the Princess Royal and Prin- 
cess Alice—were also present, while Princess 
Elizabeth watched the proceedings from the 
box of the Lord Great Chamberlain.

At the conclusion of the ceremony 
Houses adjourned until the usua! hour of 
sitting. : 

When the Commons reassembled at 3 o'clock 
the Address in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne was moved by Captain Harold Balfour 
and seconded by Mr. Mabane, both of whom 
were in Court dress. Captain Balfour com- 
mented briefly on the social and industrial 
legislation foreshadowed in the King’s Speech, 
atid which, he said, when completed 
would contribute to the health, hap- 

iness and prosperrty of the country. 

r. Mabane’s speech dealt with foreign 
affairs. The sense of the country, he said, 
was right in approving: the policy of the 
Government, but it was not enough to be 
satisfied with their action; they must carry 
the Dominions with them. There must be 
real unity and Imperial concurrence far above 
any technicalities. 

Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition) made 
complimentary references to the mover and 
seconder, and then said that the general im- 
pression gathered from the King’s speech 
was that the reference to foreign a..airs did 
not in the least reflect the world situation. 
He wanted some indication of a foreign policy 
which would make for the establishment of 
peace. There was no indication of such 
policy’ in the speech. With regard to the 
strengthening of the defence forces and the 
position of anti-aircraft protection, these 
items were a terrible commentary on the 
failure of the Government’s foreign policy. 
The Labour Party agreed that armaments 
were necessary to world peace, but they were 
opposed to competition in armaments when 
it was divorced from policy. A striking 
omission from the Kings speech was any 
reference to unemployment, the distressed 
areas, and the position of the old age 
pensioners. All ae were subjects which 
were affected by the accelerated rise in the 
cost of living. The Opposition would put for 
ward an amendment to the Address: pointin 
vut the failure of the Government to deal wit 
the problem of peace, and, secondly, with the 
problem of establishing sound economic con- 
ditions which would give security and social 
justice for all. 

Sir John Simon (Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer) replied ip the Prime Minister's 
absence through a sudden attack of gout. 
He detailed the’ legislation mentioned in the 
King a Speech, and added that if they accom- 
plished this very considerable programme 
they would consider they hai done very well. 
That they should pursue the defence pro- 
gramme and make the country steadily 
stronger was accepted in every quarter of 
the House and the country, and it was a 
good thing that while they were doing that 
they were sacrificing nothing of their social 
sf dr 

e debate was adjourned, and the House 
rose at 7.15 p.m.

In 1918 he and the late Mr. Thomas Scanlon 
were unseated by the Ginn Fein candidates, 
Messrs. A. McCabe and the late J. J. 
Clancy. In succession to the late P. A. 
McHugh, he was for many years Chairman 
of Sligo County Council, 


CAPTAIN C. W. HINDS 


The death of Captain Charles W. Hinds, 
A.M.Inst.E., a son of Councillor Charles 
Hinds, Belfast, touk place at the Ava Hospi- 
tal, Lisburn road, Belfast, yesterday. Capt. 
Hinds joined the 16th Battalion R.I. Ri 
in 1914, and sliortly atterwards gained his 
commission as lieutenant. He took part in 
the battle of the Somme, and was seriously 
wounded, in 1916 losing an eye and portion 
of his face.
